Long-term health study set 
on ‘poison cloud’ in Italy

HAIFA. — About 200,000 persons 
from the area of Seveso, Italy, 
where a cloud of poisonous gas 
was released in July, will be in- 
cluded in a 10-year comprehensive 
health study to cost 11400m., doc- 
tors attending ‘the Medichem con- 
ference here were told yesterday. 
The nearly 200 doctors attending 
the fourth annual conference of the 
International Society on Occupa- 
tiomel Health discussed 2 detailed 
report presented by an Italian doc- 
tor on the disaster near the Italian- 
Swiss border, when an explosion 
released a cloud of TCDD (tetra- 

chloride -benzodioxin),. a . 
gas that forms in the manufacture 
of a.weed killer. oo Sg elas 
Prof. Vito Foa of Milan Univer- 
sity’s Occupational Diseases Hospi- 
tal (80 beds) listed the effects of 
the disaster so far. The ion 
occurred on July 10 at the Hoff- 
mann-La Roche chemical plant and 
was not reported to the local 
authorities for several days. The 
poison cloud dissipated after only 
half an hour. When domestic ani- 
mals, such as rabbits, began to 
die, the workers began to atay away 
from work. Once the authorities 
learned of the trouble, nearly 600 
persons were evacuated from their 
homes in the immediate neighbour- 
hood. The government approved 
abortions for 130 pregnant women 
{one an Israeli) and 13 have already 
been carried out.

The trials 
. of the 
“harpist 


MUSIC AND MUSICIANS 
Yohanan Boehm 


WHAT MAKES a musician decide to 
become a harpist? The harp is a 
complicated and hyper-senzitive in- 
strument, difficult to master and 
offering limited ‘‘employment" 
possibilities and few opportunities 
for solo or ensembie appearances. 
Furthermore, what induces harpista 
to participate in Jerusalem's Inter- 
national Harp Contest, which means 
practising eight compositions (not of 
Ror choice and possibly not even to 
_ their liking) for nearly three years, 
then travelling thousands of miles at 
their own expense to come to Israel? 
I omit the agonies of the contest 
itself, since this and related 
questions apply to any competition 
of any kind, anywhere in the world. 
But — having sat conscientiously 
through every session of the Sixth 
International Harp Contest in 
Jerusalem for the past 10.days, and 
Hstening to some 22 hours of harp 
playing, it ig thia instrument which 
Engages m joughts at the moment. 
we eeod herd costs from. $5000 to 
$8,000. (Since our customs regulations 
‘classify music as a luxury that has to 
be paid for accordingly) the cost in 
Ereel risea to about [L100,000. There 
are not more than three or four 
orchestra jobs for harpists, and they 
are occupied on long-term contracts. 
In other countries, the job situation 
iz most probably similar. And yet 
there are students filling the classes 
of good harp teachers. 

Some members of the jury, judges 

who held prominent positions in their 
home countries believe that the in- 
troduction of the Jerusalem contest 
in 1959 proved to he a turning point in 
the history of the harp. Suddenly, the 

had become a solo instrument 
of international importance. 
Outstanding players and teachers 
met on neutral ground to discuss 
common problems, compare schools 
of training, different approaches to 
technica] and musical attitudes. 
Prize-winning contestants became 
world-famous over night and were 
invited to perform as soloists with 
prestigious orchestras. Harp 
societies were formed: the 
American Harp Society founded in 
1962 under the influence of the Israeli 
experience now has over 2,000 
members. Works were com- 
missioned for the instrument. In par- 
ticular Israeli composers — Josef 
Tal, Sergiu Natra, Ami Maeyani, Oe- 
doen Partos, Leon Schidlowsky, to 
(name only a few, wrote works for the 
contests which are being performed 
frequently abroad in concerts and in 
national competitions. 

For this, the Sixth Contest, Oedoen 
Partos wrote a ‘'Mizmor 1975," 
which was performed in the second 
round 19 times in four sessions — and 

unded different every time, s0 
mi so, that one would have loved 
toask the composer (althdugh-he was 
present only at one session) which 
interpretation was most to his taste 
and intentions. 

On the opening night, we were sup- 
posed to hear three Israeli works 
specially commissioned by

Mao did not just fight guerrilla — 
he lived guerrilla. His policy towards 
the peasants who were the “water” 
in which the Maoist fighting-fish 
must swim was flexible. He-created 
a “revolutionary high tide" in 1928 
by rathlesaly liquidating landlords in - 
“liberated"’ areas and distribu 
land among the poor, but for decades 
he tolerated the ‘‘rich peasant,” who 
had an essential economic 
until the moment arrived for full 
collectivization. 

In the same way the “New 
Democracy," which he introduced 
once all China was within his grasp, 
offered a place in society for the 
petit-bourgeois and the loyal 
national bourgeois (as well as the’ 
peasants and workers) — as long as 
they were needed.

Since Mr. Gillon was not satisfied 
with the findings of the Agranat 
Commission, he states that judicial 
commissions are no good in general 
and cannot provide just solutions to 
our problems. In my humble opinion, 
the trouble is not with the com- 
missions. The trouble is that some 
people are not ready to accept the 
findings of a commission, or of a 
court of law for that matter, if these 
Sndings do not correspond with their 
own opinion and prejudices,

Sir, — My article about Jewish 
‘Lawyers in the Bicentennial 
Magazine obviously provoked 
Richard Cohen (August 9ted,}. It 
was, as I suggested, intended to raise 
the question whether the hunger for 
success of American Jewish lawyers 
serves as a metaphor for Jews in 
modern America. Mr. Cohen's reply 
indicates the importance of that 
question. 

Mr. Cohen tella us much about the 
American Jewish Congress, of which 
he ig an officer, but my article was 
about the legal profession and 
justice, not Jewish organizations or 
Stephen S. Wise. I am particularly 
concerned about lawyers, not 
because I am self-righteous, but 
because I care about justice, which 
lawyers are uniquely situated to 
provide or deny. It is certainly true 
( as I wrote) that Jewish lawyers 
have been quite conspicious in civil 
liberties and civil rights efforts; in- 
deed, far disproportionate to their 
numbers. But that does not con- 


tradict the fact that an overwhelm- 
ing majority have been far more 
committed to the personal ethic of 
success than to any social ethic of 
justice..I could add many more 
names to Mr. Cohen's short list of 
‘Jewish lawyers committed to law as 
an instrument of justice — probably 
enough to equal the partnership 
Foster of any large Jewish corporate 
law firm on Park Avenue. 

If, a8 Mr. Cohen suggests, I have 
the impression that reverence for 
law and love of country are 
“outrageously venal"” acts, I did not 
intend to do so. Whether they are, of 
course, depends upon the nature of 
the laws and the country. Some of us 
who have lived in the United States 
in recent years may wish thet our 
country had given us less reason to 
Gespair and more justification for 
love. Unfortunately, wishing hes not 
made it so. es
